A WEEKLY MAIL FOR 
| PEACE RIVER LANDING 


Beeretary of Edmonton Board of ‘Trade 
Advised That

' The. weekly mail service between 
Athabasca Landing and the Peac 
River’ Crossing is an assured fact, ac 
vording to a letter received this morn- 
ing by Secretary Fisher of the board 
of trade from Hon. Frank Oliver 

» This change comes as the result of 
any agitation’ started by J. L. Cote, 
M.P.P, for Athbasca, who on his re- 
td from the north last fall enlisted 
the suppprt:of the Edmonton board of 
trade to have a change made from the 
monthly to weekly service. The board 
passed a‘regolution strongly advocat- 
ifg the weekly service and forwarded 
copies to the Postmaster-General, Hon 
Frank Oliver and others. In view of 
the strong plea for the changé, the 
Postmaster-General will arrange for 
having the service started during the 
coming season, 

Mail hitherto has been carried to 
fhe Peace River twice a month, the 
round trip usually being made from 
Athabasca Landing to the Crossing by 
one man. Full details of what changes 
in the route will follow as a result of 
the new service are pot yet announced 
but it is quite probable that such an 
@rrangement will not be practicable 
in view of the grenter frequency of 
the service and the constant increase 
in the size of the mail 

The mai! which is handled on this 
route is simply the mail for points 
between the Landing and the Peace 
River as far as the Crossing. Mail for 
Grande Prairie and probably Spirit 
River will go in via Edson while mail 
for Hudson's Bay posts will be hand-
